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Public to have say on 
revived Masterplan 


ELY’S Masterplan is 
back on track after a 
series of council blund¬ 
ers - but this time 
residents will have a 
greater say. 

Under a scheme agreed 
by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s strat¬ 
egic development com¬ 
mittee, an official working 
party will re-examine the 
draft Masterplan. 

They will then recommend 
ways of involving the public in 
the revision of the draft strategy. 

The original Ely Masterplan

included bold plans for a vibrant 
new railway station area and 
facelift of the riverside. But it 
derailed spectacularly when 
council leader Brian Ashton 
resigned after sending an email 
concerning the future use of 
land he owns to one of the 
consultants drawing up the 
Masterplan. 

Councillors were also found to 
have acted illegally by failing to 
set up an official working party 
to formulate details of the plan, 
leading to fears the entire 
document might have to be 
redrawn - at a cost of £52,000. 

But the solution, proposed by 


Lib Dem deputy leader Cllr Ian 
Allen, will see a “re-exam¬ 
ination” of the draft in con¬ 
junction with original con¬ 
sultants URBED. The cost of this 
option is not yet known. 

Meetings of the working party 
will be open to press and public, 
unlike those of the informal 
steering group that previously 
had a key role. 

Cllr Allen told the meeting: 
“We need to get the public 
involved during the bringing 
forward of the proposals so there 
is common ownership. 

“The bulk of people in Ely and 
neighbouring villages were not 
consulted.” 

Cllr Allen’s amendment was 
backed by five votes, but there 


were four abstentions from 
members of the Conservative 
group. 

Cllr Tony Cornell, a Conserv¬ 
ative member, called the plans a 
“prescription for chaos” and 
claimed the public need firm 
proposals to discuss. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, a Conserv¬ 
ative member who backed Cllr 
Allen’s amendment, said: “I’m 
proud of all the ideas in the 
Masterplan. I’m sorry and very 
much regret a fault was found in 
the process.” 

Cllr Allen also criticised the 
informal steering group for 
bringing forward plans for up to 
10,000 extra homes in Ely with 
URBED.

Ex-army dad’s tough fight 
to combat breast cancer 


P ULLING back 
his shirt, Lance 
Bryant reveals a 
neat scar 
stretching half¬ 
way across his chest. 
Unabashed, he traces it 
with a finger. For the 
former soldier, it’s like a 
kind of war wound - 
testament to the battle 
he’s fought with breast 
cancer. 

The single dad, who lives in 
Chatteris, is one of only 300 men 
diagnosed with the disease in 
Britain each year. Last summer, 
aged 49, a tumour was 
discovered in his right breast. It 
was, says Lance, the shock of his 
life. 

“You think of breast cancer as 
a woman’s disease,” he explains. 
“I’d never thought I might have 
it. But then I saw this scan, up on 
the doctor’s screen, and straight 
away saw this small white blob. 
That’s when I thought ‘It’s 
cancer’. 

“When you think cancer, you 
think death. You think ‘That’s it, 
I’m gone’. Then I started 
thinking about my kids, what 
would happen to them; I 
wondered if I’d ever be able to 
walk my girls down the aisle... 

“All these things go flying 
around in your head. And it’s 
frightening. I’m not ashamed to 
say there have been times when 
I’ve just bawled my eyes out, 
broken down. But you get 
through it - you have to.” 

Lance’s cancer was discovered 
quite by chance, during a 
routine medical for his job as a 
lorry driver. After doing all the 
usual checks - blood pressure, 
weight - the doctor asked if 
there was anything else Lance 
wanted to discuss. 

“Just joking, I pulled up my 
shirt and said ‘Is there anything 
you can give me for this?’,” 
remembers Lance, now 50. “I

had an inverted nipple; I’d had it 
for six or seven months. There 
was no lump, nothing painful. So 
I hadn’t really thought anything 
of it.” 

The doctor referred Lance to 
hospital immediately and, after 
a mammogram and biopsy, 
breast cancer was diagnosed. 
Whisked in for a mastectomy at 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital, 
followed by radiotherapy at 
Addenbrooke’s, Lance says he 
was given the very best of care. 

But it was, he admits, a 
struggle to come to terms with 
what was happening. Born and 
raised in Cambridge, Lance 
joined the army on leaving 
school. And then, after nine 
years of service, he left and 
became a driver. 

“I’m soft-hearted but I was a 
lorry driver and ex-army,” says 
Lance, with a grin. “I was 
offered alternative therapy and 
did actually go for one session of 
aromatherapy But lying there 
listening to water music wasn’t 
for me: I’m a bit harder than 
that.” 

Life has not, Lance confesses, 
always been easy After a series 
of relationship break-ups, he 
moved back to his native 
Cambridgeshire to be closer to 
his parents. 

Then, out of the blue, he got a 
call from social services - asking 
him to take sole custody of his 
youngest daughter, Charley, then 
barely two years old. 

A father to five children in 
total - two from his first 
marriage, two from his second 
and then little Charley, now four, 
Lance is clearly devoted to his 
kids. But becoming a full-time 
single dad meant a big lifestyle 
change. And the first thing that 
had to go was his job. 

Just a month later, Lance lost 
his dad to amyloidosis, a rare 
blood disorder which, little by

little, had eaten away at his 
organs. And then his cancer was 
discovered. 

Paying tribute to Lorraine 
Walker, a Macmillan nurse at 
Hinchingbrooke, Lance says her 
support has been invaluable. 
“Whenever I’ve felt low, I’ve 
picked up the phone and called 
her,” explains Lance. “She’s been 
there right from the beginning.” 

Biopsies showed the cancer 
hadn’t spread outside his right 
breast and Lance has now been 
declared cancer free. It’s great 
news and, apart from six- 
monthly check ups, the only 
lasting legacy is a five-year 
prescription for the anti-cancer 
drug Tamoxifen. 

Again, it’s normally 
associated with treating breast 
cancer in women - because it 
suppresses the female hormone 
oestrogen. “My cancer was 
oestrogen positive,” explains 
Lance. “There have been a few 
side-effects: achy arms and legs 
and the occasional hot flush!” 

Quick to laugh at himself, it’s 


clear Lance has retained a 
strong sense of humour. “My 
army mates do tease me a bit 
about having breast cancer,” he 
adds. “But if I’m feeling a bit fed 
up I know I can call any of them 
and within a couple of minutes 
I’ll be laughing. 

“Having cancer does change 
you though,” Lance continues. 
“It’s made me want to do 
something, to spread the word, 
give something back. 

“Men don’t think about breast 
cancer but they should; more 
than anything I want to raise 
awareness.” 

Lance was also offered 
support by the national charity 
Breast Cancer Care, which 
arranged for a man who’d 
already been through treatment 
to buddy him. To return the 
favour, Lance has now agreed to 
appear in the organisation’s 
annual fashion show: held in 
London, it raises thousands for 
the cause. 

While attending a meeting 
about the show, Lance met 
another man who’s had breast 
cancer - a 26-year-old, thought to 
be the youngest lad ever to have 
had the disease. 

“It was great to talk to him,” 
says Lance. 

“We were the only two blokes 
but it was great to meet the 
women too. There we were, of all 
ages and from all backgrounds, 
and we all had this big thing in 
common. It wasn’t really like 
talking to strangers; we just 
chatted away” 

“In a way, I think having the 
cancer has made me more 
confident,” Lance adds. “I find it 
far easier to talk to people now. I 
want to talk to people and tell 
them about men having breast 
cancer: the more people that 
know about it, the better.”

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March man dies in plane crash 


A MARCH man was one 
of two Britons who died 
in a light aircraft crash in 
north-east Italy 
The men, identified in 
reports as Kevin Young, 
54, from March, and John 
Ritchie, 81, from Letch- 
worth, died when the 
single-engined Socata 
Tampico crashed in a 


valley near the town of 
Rovereto, around 50 miles 
north of Verona. 

The Italian pilot Vittor¬ 
io Rossetti and his wife 
Marinella were also 
killed. 

The Gazzettino news¬ 
paper described Mr 
Rossetti as a “very 
experienced” pilot and 


said engine failure was 
the probable cause. 

All four victims are 
thought to have been 
taking part in a confer¬ 
ence of the Flying Rotar- 
ians, a branch of Rotary 
International, in Venice. 

Mr Young had been a 
member of the March 
Rotary Club for six years.

He argued that the 
Conservative group had 
not been given a mandate 
for such growth when 
they took control at 
elections in May last 
year. 

The working party will 
be made up of Con¬ 
servatives members Cllr 
Rouse and Cllr Mark 
Duckworth, alongside 
Lib Dem member Cllr 
Sheila Friend-Smith. 

Jeanette Thompson, 
the council’s head of 
legal services and monit¬ 
oring officer, delivered 
her report on legal issues 
surrounding the Master- 
plan to the committee. 

Ms Thompson des¬ 


cribed the actions of Cllr 
Ashton as “potentially 
unlawful” and also 
highlighted legal prob¬ 
lems with the council 
steering group that 
helped draw up the 
Masterplan with consult¬ 
ants URBED. 

Ms Thompson’s report 
states that Cllr Ashton 
emailed one of the 
consultants and gave 
apparent instructions 
over the designation of 
land at Lisle Lane, which 
he owns. 

No officer was copied 
into that particular 
email. 

The report states that 
the steering group was 
not lawfully constituted 


under the council’s rules. 

If it had been 
constituted as a sub¬ 
committee, public access 
would have been allowed 
to papers and meetings. If 
it had been a working 
party, formal minutes 
would have been pre¬ 
pared. 

Ms Thompson said in 
conclusion that: “I must 
reasonably conclude that 
there has been a contra¬ 
vention of an enactment 
and/or rule of law on the 
part of Cllr Ashton, and 
on the part of the steer¬ 
ing group. Such actions 
have resulted in the 
production of an Ely 
Masterplan that was 
legally flawed.”

Planes use cathedral as marker 


Sir, I am writing as I am appalled at the 
excuses the USAF military use for flying 
directly over the cathedral in Ely. I live 
directly on the flight path leading over the 
cathedral, and today, as one example, I 
am listening to planes landing 
approximately every 10-15 mins. 

They fly over the cathedral directly and 
not one mile south of the cathedral as 
agreed - this is not isolated and unusual 
at all. 

They are using the cathedral as a marker 


point for the incoming approach to land. 

I have previously written to James Paice 
MP and he has had several meetings 
with the military to agree to the pathway 
of these flights - one mile south of the 
cathedral over the Angel Drove site and 
at the required height. I have seen the 
planes fly occasionally over the Angel 
Drove area but as an example in the past 
three weeks they have been flying 
directly over my house on the cathedral 
flight path over cental Ely. 


I have lived here five years and this 
happens more than occasionally and 
certainly regularly and not isolated to 
weather conditions. Someone needs to 
take action as this is a historic city and 
there is plenty of open areas to each side 
of Ely that the planes could use - a poor 
excuse for using the cathedral as a 
marker point to a landing approach!

Why we should say 
yes to Mereham 


Sir, Over the last 15 or so years 
government policy has permitted 
a huge number of immigrants to 
settle in the UK. 

Over the same period 
government policy has provided 
our retired people with support 
and medication with the result 
that many of them are living 
much longer. 

Both of these factors have, 
probably in equal proportions, led 
to an increase in the UK 
population over the last 15 years 
of around seven million (see 
Office of National Statistics). 

I am not here to argue the rights 
or the wrongs of these policies, 
but would point out that these 
extra seven million people are 
here and most of them in 
southern England. 

So we have two choices: we 
send home all immigrants and 
send away all our old people; or 
we build homes for them. 

I don’t think the former will prove 
popular, certainly not with me, as 
my forebears are Huguenots that 
came over to England from 
France seeking asylum in the 
16th century and I am now a 
senior citizen having entered my 
ninth decade. 

The Government’s stated policy 
is to build over the next two 
decades an immense number of 
homes throughout the south of 
England and Ely is scheduled for 
some 5,000 homes over the next 
20 years. 

The local planners and our MPs 


attend protest meetings, 
throughout East Anglia repeating 
the same mantra “not in my 
backyard”, but for all their 
posturing we all know that the 
real power to say yes or no 
remains with the central 
Government. 

I would like to see planning 
permission granted to allow the 
developers of Mereham to 
construct up to 5,000 homes with 
an enforceable restriction that 
prevents any occupation of these 
homes until such time as a 
proper infrastructure including 
schools, medical centres, sports 
facilities, pubs, work places, a 
duelled A10 and transport links to 
other towns are in place. 

The proposals in the Masterplan 
(now suspended) to build huge 
numbers of dwellings in the 
northern part of the city will 
simply overwhelm the Ely City we 
all know today. And it is short 
sighted, in that it does not allow 
for whatever situation may exist 
in 2030. 

I believe that Mereham with a 
properly planned and executed 
infrastructure will enable us to 
reduce the impact of this 
increased population on the 
lovely City of Ely. 

So with these caveats, let’s say 
yes to Mereham.

‘Forgotten airman’ 
honoured at last

AIRMAN Harry Taylor 
will finally be hon¬ 
oured, almost 70 years 
after his death. 

Sergeant-Observer Taylor 
was killed in an air crash 
during the Second World War, 
but his name was excluded 
from the war memorial in 
Ely’s Market Place for 
decades because his heart¬ 
broken mother, Frances, ref¬ 
used to accept he had died. 

But after a picture of Sgt 
Taylor - handed to us by an 
anonymous reader - was 
published in the Weekly 
News, his friends, family and 
members of the city’s Royal 
British Legion banded tog¬ 
ether to ask that his name be 
added to the war memorial. 

City of Ely Council has now 
agreed to the move, voting 
unanimously to fund a special 
name plaque, accompanied by 
a memorial ceremony 

Mayor Sheila Friend-Smith 
said: “All council members 
were moved by Sgt Taylor’s 
story and fully understood 
why his mother had been 
reluctant to add his name to 
the memorial. 

“We agreed that his name 
should be added to the war 
memorial at the council’s 
expense. 

“It will be good to honour 
this ‘forgotten’ airman at last, 
and we are grateful to the 
anonymous reader and the 


Weekly News for bringing 
this sad story to our att¬ 
ention.” 

Ten years ago, the name of 
Peter Edwards, a young Royal 
Navy recruit, was added to 
the war memorial in similar 
circumstances. 

Peter’s mother, like Sgt 
Taylor’s mother, had refused 
permission for his name to 
appear on the register of war 
dead, believing he was still 
alive and suffering from am¬ 
nesia. 

Sgt Taylor’s body was not 
recovered following the crash 
at the Greece-Albania border 
on December 7,1940. 

The wreckage of the plane 
was only discovered in the 
1950s, when the crew’s bodies 


were buried in Phaleron War 
Cemetery, near Athens. 

Charles Oakey, 87, of Jub¬ 
ilee Terrace, Ely, a childhood 
friend of Sgt Taylor, said he 
welcomed the move by the 
city council. 

He told the Weekly News : 
“It’s a very nice gesture. 

“Harry was very proud to 
serve his country in the Royal 
Air Force, and it’s only right 
that he is remembered. It’s 
taken nearly 70 years, but I 
think it’s important to make 
sure we don’t forget him.” 

He added: “It’s also good to 
remind youngsters today 
about the sacrifices made by 
previous generations, so they 
could enjoy the life they know 
today”

Animals reap benefit 
of caring supporters 


AN animal rescue centre has 
opened its long awaited 
X-ray room thanks to 
generous donations from the 
public. 

The RSPCA’s Block Fen 
Centre, near Wimblington, 
needed to raise at least 
£14,000 to pay for the X-ray 
machine alone, but 
donations reached a total of 
£16,300, meaning that a 
dedicated room could be 
kitted out. 

It now has its own vet and 
veterinary nurse who will, for 
the first time, be able to 
X-ray animals before they are 
operated on. In the past, sick 
and injured animals had to 
be transported to a 
veterinary surgery for the 
X-ray, brought back to the 
animal centre for treatment 
and then taken back to the 
surgery for a check-up. 
Animals can now be X-rayed 
and operated on, if 
necessary, under one 
anaesthetic. 

The large donor was the 
Katherine Martin Charitable 
Trust which contributed a 
huge £10,000 to the appeal, 
while another local man gave 
a further £1,000. 



Paula Baker, Block Fen’s 
manager, said: “We are 
incredibly grateful to our 
supporters for making this 
much-needed service 
possible. Hundreds of 
animals will have a much 
easier time thanks to them.”

Superstore bid 
fails to impress 
planners again 


PROPOSALS for a 
budget supermarket 
that have divided Ely 
looked set to be 
thrown out by coun¬ 
cillors once again. 

Officers at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District 
Council had recom¬ 
mended that the planning 
committee reject propo¬ 
sals for a Lidl store on 
Angel Drove, Ely, when it 
was due to meet yesterday 

A report for the comm¬ 
ittee states the store would 
be “in an inappropriate 
out-of-centre location” 
that would not help the 
centre - the same reason 
given when the plan was 
rejected last year. 

The committee was due 
to hear of 93 residents’ 
letters in support of the 
application, backing an 
“affordable shopping 
option” in Ely and more 
competition for Tesco. 

However, other local 
shoppers say Lidl comp¬ 
lements Tesco, rather 
than providing direct 
competition, and that the 
store may instead drain

trade from smaller shops 
in the city centre. 

Ely City Council has 
also recommended that 
the planning application 
be rejected. 

Councillor Will Burton, 
a member of the city 
council and the Ely 
Traders’ Association, 
said: “The thrust of the 
objection is not that we 
don’t want Lidl in Ely 

“It is just that we don’t 
want it in the location 
where it wants to be. 
There are concerns over 
traffic congestion.” 

Cllr Burton believes it 
is best to wait until the 
Ely Masterplan is final¬ 
ised by the district coun¬ 
cil, so the plans can then 
be judged against a long¬ 
term strategic vision for 
the city 

He said: “There has to 
be due consideration of 
where these shops go and 
due consideration of what 
Ely’s economy will be 
based on. Will it just be 


more big shops, or will it 
be the tourist trade?” 

According to the firm, 
its proposed store, which 
would provide parking for 
73 cars, would create 
approximately 40 jobs. 

The planning officer’s 
report for the committee 
states: “A considerable 
level of support has been 
demonstrated for this 
proposal but it is imper¬ 
ative that such develop¬ 
ment occurs in the right 
place in order to protect 
the vitality and contin¬ 
uing viability of the 
centre of Ely 

“At this time, this 
location is not acceptable, 
resulting in out-of-centre 
development with little 
opportunity for linked 
trips or pedestrian access 
and offering little contri¬ 
bution to this important 
Ely gateway” 

Proposals for a DIY 
store on the Ely Chemical 
Company site on Lisle 
Lane, Ely, were also rec¬ 
ommended for rejection 
by the committee on 
similar grounds.

‘Bulky’ hut bid blasted 


SCOUTS and guides could 
see their hopes of a purpose- 
built hut dashed after council 
officers described its design 
as “bulky and unattractive”. 

The Soham’s groups want 
to demolish existing leaky 
and damp huts and move into 
a new two-storey building. 

But East Cambridgeshire 
District Council officers 
recommended that coun¬ 
cillors on the planning com¬ 
mittee refuse permission for 
the building when they were 
due to meet yesterday 

Officers argue the hut, on 
the Rec in the conservation 
area, would have a “detri¬ 
mental visual impact”. 

Colin Brook, Soham Scout 
leader, said: “We have a 
building leaking like a sieve - 
we really need something. 

“The roofs are leaking, 
there is asbestos in the roof 
and mould growing inside. 

“Take the buildings that 
are on the Rec at the moment 
- to say ours would look any 
worse is ludicrous.” 


Councillor James Palmer, 
representing Soham North, 
said: “This is very important 
to the youth of Soham. The 
functional design should be 
accepted in this instance.” 

A planning officer’s report 
for the meeting agrees the 
building would have “signif¬ 
icant benefit to the local 
community”. But it says this 
would be outweighed by the 
negative effects of the “large, 
bulky utilitarian building”. 

It also states the applicants 
were advised of the concerns, 
but “amendments have not 
been forthcoming”. 

The hut would have a 
mezzanine floor with view¬ 
ing gallery and air gun range, 
which Soham Town Council 
has raised concerns over. 

A district council spokes¬ 
man said: “The planning 
committee review panel felt 
that this application should 
be sent to the full committee 
as it is clearly a building 
which is of wider public 
interest.”

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Congestion charge for 
hospital is ‘tax on sick’ 


Patient’s protest 
over parking fees

PATIENTS at Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital have condemned plans to inc¬ 
lude the hospital in the Cambridge 
congestion charging zone as 
“council greed”. 

Internal documents from the Adden¬ 
brooke’s Trust, obtained by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge Evening News under the 
Freedom of Information Act, show the 
depth of feeling among patients and 
hospital bosses. 

As many as 1,500 a day could be hit by a 
charge of between £3 and £5, along with 
visitors and staff, if the final zone follows 
Cambridgeshire County Council proposals 
and includes Addenbrooke’s. 

Papers from a meeting at the trust show 
patients objecting to the cost for regular 
patients, such as those receiving chemo¬ 
therapy and dialysis, and to the prospect of 
those rushing to see relatives at A&E being 
charged. 

One patient said: “We view the deliberate 
extension outwards to include a peripheral 
area like Addenbrooke’s to be a classic 
example of council greed.” 

In a letter to the council, Gareth Goodier, 
the trust’s chief executive, said: “If the 
Addenbrooke’s campus was within the 
charging zone the county council would be 
targeting individuals already compromised 
due to illness, worry, or need for surgery 

“The extra expense has been described as 
a ‘tax on the sick and vulnerable’.” 



The trust estimates 1,500 patients attend 
the hospital each day between 7.30am and 
9.30am each morning, the proposed hours 
of operation for the charge. 

The papers released to the News show 
Paul Cook, the council’s head of transport 
policy and strategy, attended a meeting with 
42 foundation trust members and patients 
in January 

The papers state Mr Cook said, in 
response to questions on the impact on 
dialysis patients and the elderly, that the 
council is “considering exemptions”. 

The trust described the consensus of 
opinion as being that “patients should not 
be charged to use their hospital”. 

Written submissions came from patients 
who could not attend the meeting. One said: 
“Please express my unqualified opposition 
to a congestion charge including the 


hospital area, which amounts to a tax on 
the sick and the vulnerable, to the 
appropriate authorities who must have 
taken leave of their senses to even think of 
such an idea.” 

Another said the proposals were “totally 
ridiculous” as Addenbrooke’s is a centre for 
treatment for the whole of East Anglia, as 
well as Cambridge. 

A council spokeswoman described the 
views of Addenbrooke’s staff and patients 
as being “very important to us”. 

She added: “The council has not made 
any commitment to introducing congestion 
charging. All of the information and 
feedback we have gathered is being studied 
by councillors so an informed decision can 
be taken about the best way of tackling the 
growing problem of congestion in 
Cambridgeshire.” 


A PATIENT at Adden¬ 
brooke’s has called on 
the hospital to cut its 
controversial parking 
charges after she paid 
out £88.50 while 
receiving treatment for 
cancer. 

Hilary Tunnicliffe, 48, a 
teacher, of Saxon Road, 
Cambridge, believes the 
charges are hard to bear 
for many long-term 
patients undergoing 
regular chemotherapy 
and dialysis. 

The hospital discounts 
charges for long-term 
patients, but raised the 
fee from £2.50 a week to 
£3 in April. The hospital 
made nearly £250,000 
from the charges for 
patients, visitors and 
staff in April alone. 

Miss Tunnicliffe, who 
underwent a year’s 
treatment for breast 
cancer, also saw her 
visitors pay an estimated 
£70 in parking charges. 
She said: “I would like 
them to strongly 
consider people who are 
going through lengthy 
treatment being given 
free parking. 

“Knowing how fragile 
you can feel with 
radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy, I just feel 
it would be one less 
thing to worry about.” 
She added that making 
money on the back of 


some people who are 
seriously ill was against 
the ethos of the NHS. 
Miss Tunnicliffe is now 
clear of cancer and full of 
praise for the treatment 
she received but feels 
the parking issue needs 
to be addressed. 

She said: “I said to 
someone at the Wallace 
Cancer Centre at Adden¬ 
brooke’s that £88 in 
parking fees was OK for 
a year’s treatment. She 
just looked at me and 
said: ‘That could be the 
last straw for some 
people’s finances’. 

“There are hidden costs 
with having cancer. 

Some patients will need 
special underwear that 
might cost £150. Your 
heating is on all day. 
“When you should be 
focusing on getting 
better, you don’t want to 
be worrying about 
whether you have 
enough change for the 
meter.” 

An Addenbrooke’s 
spokeswoman said: “We 
provide a weekly 
concession ticket for 
oncology, dialysis and 
rehabilitation outpatients 
which costs £3. 
“Concessionary tickets 
are available and those 
receiving benefits or on a 
low income can retrieve 
their travel costs on¬ 
site.”

Boxer diesel is Subaru first 


SUBARU has always been 
a marginal performer in 
the UK car sales charts, 
and one reason for staying 
that way in recent times 
has been the complete 
lack of a diesel option. 

So the advent of a boxer diesel 
engine is both extremely 
welcome and long overdue. 
Every mainstream rival has 
been selling tons of diesel- 
engined cars over the last few 
years. In the UK 40 per cent of 
cars sold are now powered by the 
stinky stuff. 

So, better late than never then, 
for the world’s first boxer diesel- 
engined passenger car is finally 
a reality, initially available in 
the Legacy Sports Tourer and 
Outback, the latter of which is 
on test here. The yet-to-be- 
introduced Forester gets it in 
September, while the Impreza 
TD follows three months later. 

The 2-litre horizontally 
opposed common-rail unit 
develops 147bhp and 2581b ft of 
torque, and in the Outback 
produces only 153g/km of C02 
emissions (151g/km for the 
Legacy Sports Tourer). As far as 
fuel efficiency is concerned, this 
is the class leader in the four- 
wheel-drive passenger car class, 
as well as beating 2-litre rivals 
including the new Ford Mondeo 
and Volkswagen Passat. So it 
stands out from the opposition 
both in terms of efficiency and 
layout individuality 

The engine features liquid 
mounts and the cars get extra 
sound-proofing to enhance 
refinement, while the slick five- 
speed manual gearbox (which 
has a shorter throw) has higher 
ratios to suit the stronger torque 
and lower engine speed 
characteristics of the engine.

Last year the Outback 
received an extensive facelift 
along with better quality 
materials inside and changes to 
the suspension.

It’s also unusually free- 
breathing for a diesel and 
perfectly happy to keep pulling 
at high revs. Well done Subaru.

MILDENHALL Fen Tigers 
were condemned to a fifth 
successive defeat on their 
return to racing from a 
two-week break and the 
manner was as convincing 
as the scoreline suggests. 

The slick and sharp-gating 
Somerset Rebels proved why they 
top the Premier League table as 
they hammered their way in front 
by 10 points after just six races and 
were never seriously threatened.

Grabbing four second 
places in all, he delighted the home 
fans with a forcing move past former 
Fen Tiger Brent Werner in heat six, 
but couldn’t make the most of the 
tactical ride opportunity in heat 
eight, even with Stephan Katt 
stranded at the start-line with 
mechanical gremlins, as the stylish 
Simon Walker took victory But 
Graversen had a helping hand in 
Mildenhall’s heat-10 maximum, 
straightening out of the first turn 
and forcing the Rebels pair wide 
into the abyss, leaving the Dane to 
follow Michal Rajkowski home.

Yearn misses out 
on Lagonda title 


DALE Whitnell’s course 
record-equalling morning 
round helped him clinch 
the Lagonda Trophy title 
at Gog Magog Golf Club. 
And it left Ely’s Lee Yearn 
to have to settle for a role 
in the supporting cast for 
the second time in five 
years on the Old Course. 
The plaudits were all for 
Whitnell, from Five Lakes 
in Essex, after he made it 
three years in a row that 
the course record had 
been equalled in the 
Lagonda Trophy, having 
been set in the 
competition in 2005. 

It was the third part of his 
round that proved the key 
as the England under-21 
player and England elite 
squad member fired a 
seven-under-par 63, 


which even included a 
bogey. The effort pulled 
him clear of the field by 
four shots at lunch on the 
second day of the 
competition, and he made 
sure of the crown with a 
birdie on the 16th in his 
final trek for home. 

But Whitnell’s form meant 
that Ely City’s Yearn 
missed out again, having 
finished second in 2003. 
He had put together a 
round of 67 in the 
morning to take him to 
eight under for the 
tournament and within 
sight of Whitnell, but 
things just got away from 
him in the afternoon. 
Yearn finished with a 
one-over-par 71, giving 
him a seven-under-par 
total of 273, which saw 


him slip to third place 
after Hendon’s Luke 
Goddard hit a closing 
round five-under-par 65 
for a 272 finish. 

“It was very good,” said 
Yearn. “I’m quite pleased. 
I’ve been playing average 
lately, not brilliant, but I 
played all right today. 

“I’ve been a bit up and 
down, but it was a lot 
better this week. 

“I just didn’t hole the putts 
on the back nine which 1 
had been doing, but it 
does happen.” He added: 
“Dale played brilliant in 
the morning. 

“I played with Luke 
Goddard the day before 
and he was awesome 
and Dale was awesome 
this morning, so fair play 
to him.”
